Whitman Bill Provides for 


Liquidation of New- 


State Debt 


"Wisconsin war loan of 19JR." 
This is the title which the bonds of 


the state of Wisconsin will bear, of the 
bill presented i-n the upper house by 
Senator P. Whitman of Iowa county is 
enacted into law. 
The measure pro- 


vides for a war loan of not exceeding 
$1,000.000. It is to-bear interest at the 
rate of 4% per cent, both 
principal 


and Interest arc payable at the office 
to the state, treasury semi-annually, in 
June and December. 


All bonds issued under the authority 


of thi« act shall be due and pa. able as 
follows; $100,000 upon June 30, 1923; 
and »iOO,000 on the 30th d»y of June 
annually thereafter until all has been 
paid.. There is a provision in the bill, 
however, which provides that the en- 
tire bond isKuo may be liquidated any 
time -after June 30, 1928 .by giving 30 
days notice to the bond holders. 


Under the provisions of the act all 


bonds issued are registered in a boo}; 
in the secretary of state. The meas- 
ure provides that the money bo used 
exclusively for war purposes. The in- 
terest on the bonds shall be raised by 
general taxation. 


The bill then provides: "In the event 


that tho United States r«pays to tho 
it»tc of Wisconsin any money or mon- 
ies paid by the said state on account 
of the present war bttween the United 
States and the imperial German gov- 
*rnm«nt, and 
betwien th* 
United

The bonds issued by the (tate of 


Wisconsin and the income thereof are 
exempted from taxation.

A life-sized female figure, typifying 


Germany and bearing tho coat of arms 
of tho Imperial German government, 
is to be erased from the walls of tho 
state senate chamber if a resolution to 
be introduced by Senator Stevens, 
Rhinelander, is adopted. 


Thp senator claims the depicting of 


Germany as welcoming France 
and 


Great Britain with the Book of Science 
is out of place -when in reality her 
greeting at present it with Busy Ber- 
thas, liquid fire and poison gas.

Bolsheviki power depends greatly upon making peace, 


the cry for which has caused the overthrow of three other 
Russian governments within a year. In agreeing to a Ger- 
man peace, the Bolsheviki protest against the invasion Rus- 
sian army units have been ordered to propose to the invad- 
' i'ng German troops that they refrain from fighting. Should 
the Germans decline, the Russians are to offer resistance. 


German and Austrian newspapers are alarmed over the 


renewal of the German war against Russia, which apparent- 
ly is not popular with the peoples of the two countries, es- 
pecially the Austrians. Vienna papers say Austria has no 
cause to make war on Russia and the socialist organ there 
calls on the government to announce that hostilities with 
Russia are over. They say nothing, however, against the 
German terms to Russia, which include the surrender of 
Poland, Lithuania, Riga and Moon island and the payment 
of a tribute of $4,000,000,000. 


Although quite prepared to advance against defense- 


less Russia, the Germans have made no offensive move- 
ment'on the western front. 
Activity on the British and 


French front, has been confined almost wholly to artillery 
bombardments, particularly on the Arras-St. Quentin sec- 
tor, in Champagne and northeast of Verdun. 


On the American sector a patrol has been dispersed 


with casualties and the American artillery has been scatter- 
ing shrapnel over the German trenches. Raiding and ar- 
tillery operations are becoming more active on the Italian 
front.

jng in its entirety, both for its political substance and for its in- 
upiration to thoughtful Americans who have been brow-ibeaten 
into silence. 


Professor Murray traces the radical changes in British senti- 


went since the middle of November. 
At that time "Lloyd 


ueorge was still on his highest note. There was to be no state- 
ment of terms, no negotiations, nothing but war to'the finish, 
and anyone who thought otherwise was a Bolo." (If Professor 


Y Murray had included Madison in his retrospect, he would doubt- 


less have chronicled the similar pronunciamentos delivered 
about the same time with still greater gusto and finality by the 
local press.) 
But then came Lord Lansdowne's letter of Nov- 


ember 29. 
Lord Lansdowne has been Foreign TVlinister' in the 


last conservative government and leader of the Unionists in the 
House of Lords. He was in a position to risk being called "Bolo," 
'•'pro-German," or "traitor,"—besides, doubtless well aware 
that those terms had become too much frayed-from over-use to" 
sting very hard or very long. The London Times, says Mur- 
ray, "in sheer horror refused to print it." It appeared in the 
Daily Telegraph and went round the world, and the horror was 
speedily multiplied. 
The letter, it will be remembered, urged a 


frank consideration of the effect of Russia's collapse upon the 
military situation, deprecated .the policy of the knock-out blow 
(Lloyd George's phrase), and demanded a clear stafement of war 
aims, as necessary above all to counteract the confusion and ig- 
norance and consequent demoralization at home. 
After "the 


alarm and fury" had a little subsided "gradually"—to quote 
Professor Murray at length—"gradually it was discovered that 
in private most people semed to agree with him. Soldiers, econ- 
omists, solid men of experience told each other in confidence that 
the letter was nothing but sound ^sense. Asquith praised the 
main thesis of it in public. Labor leaders supported it, and by 
Jan. 5 Lloyd George did exactly what Lansdowne had suggested 


. . everyone approved. 
President Wilson followed with a 


statement of aims even clearer and finer in tone. Everyone still 
approved. 
The only movement visible was a movement for still 


greater clearness and greater liberality." (Professor Murray 
was, fortunately, making his observations at a considerable dis- 
tance from Madison.) 
He refers particularly to labor leaders, 


like the much abused Henderson, and their "notes and appeals 
to their comrades in Russia in which various points left ambigu- 
ous in the governmental manifestoes were carefully explained in 


their arrangements for annexations, he repudiates and publishes 
—"leaving them dead and their authors covered with embarrass- 
ment before the world." His enemies mock at his forthright 
and equitable proposals of peace. 
"He paralyzes them by 


merely pxiblishing their proposals. He speaks as no one else has 
succeeded in speaking over the helmets of generals to the hearts 
of the starving and tortured masses who are behind them, and 
not only Austria and Bohemia, but Berlin itself echoes with the 
tread of revolutionary strikers and iheir shouts for bread and 
peace."
